li the only aim and purpose of Thb 

Michigan Ali'mnub sboukl be to stir up 
a lively intereufc aiuoug tlie aluiuai in 
Uie "doings'* at<rarUniTer8ity,itw(nild 
have ample reo-son for existence. This 
statement is not made for the purpose 
of compelling the inference that our 
alumni are not interested in tho welfare 
of the University, for it is undoubtedly 
true that most of them, at heart, are 
loyal and patrioiia But fheir loyalty 
rarely finds praoticnl expression. It is 
chiefly a latent patriotism which might 
jnsfc as well not ba in eziskenee. If a 
periodical, devoted flapeoially to BMttera 
in which all clnssoR of the alumni talce 
an interest, can awaken this dormant 
loyalty and rouse it into jnraetical mani- 
fest at ions, it will deserve and pliould 
receive the heartiest enoooragemeut and 
support. 

Various reasons are assigned for the 
apathy among our alumni. Many words 
are wasted deploring its existence. 
Pages of the college publications have 
bepn filled with plans and projects for 
developing au enthusiastic alumni spirit. 
Adviea has been fredy offered. AH of 
this, however, lias availed nothing. 
Action ia what ia needed. Alumni 



spirit breaks ont into occasional spasms 

of enthusiasm to be sure, but they are 
usually misdirected or aimless. The 
writer makes no apology for following 
in tho beaten path of (ho-o who have 
in tho past deplored and advised and 
suggested remedies for alumni indiffer- 
ence, but, u]n.ii t]w invitation of the 
jiublishor, iuak«*s tlio first issue of this 
journal the occasion of a brief review of 
the condition and standing of our 
alumni, tho rori ons for the lack of activ- 
ity and the remedies suggested for.oie- 
ating a liberal spirit amoog them. 

The alumni of the University of 
Michigan are numerous enoiij^b. Keli- 
ablo statistics will domonstrate the truth 
of the statement that there is a larger 
number of liviuij^ alumni of oT:r Uiiiv(^r- 
sity than of any other educational iusti- 
tnnon in this country. For the pur- 
pose of illustration, figures compiled in 
Januarj', 18*J8, will suffice. After the 
graduation of the class of 1802, 0i)9 in 
number, Ihe largest class graduated 
from any American educational institu- 
tion up to that year, 11,44U students 
had received degrees from the tJniver- 
sity of Michigan. According to the 
general catalogue of graduates of the 
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Univorsity publiwhed in 1890 aud mak- 
ing a liboral allowance for losses by 
death in the classos of '00, '91 aud 'Id', 
there were about 10,500 graduates of 
our Univerrily liTio|r in 1892. For the 
purpose of comparison, not iutouded to 
be odioua, however, it will be intereBt- 
ing to note that Harvard, accordiug to 
a flompiltation mnko iu 1892. had the 
next largest number of liviiij;; graduateH, 
viz. : 5,553. Yale was third wi<h 4,018. 
These Hftarea are signifioantin that they 
demonstrate the present popularity of 
the University of Michigan as compared 
with two of the oldeet institatioDS of 
learning in the country. The Uuiver- 
Bity of Micliit^'nn is '\\\-t two Ct^tttiiries 
younger tlian Hurvaru, yet her body of 
alumni is nearly twice as atroDg nnmer- 
ically. It ronid hnnlly !)o oxpeclod. of 
coiurse, that Michi^^an during the 55 
years of its exiflten^e, should have issued 
as many diplomas us Harvard dnring its 
two and on** half centurios. Harvard 
was fomidod in lO.'JCi and Itas 'oestowcd, 
indndin:/ the ela^s of '92, 17.TT."") de- 
grees. Yale was founded in IT**! and 
has conferred 14,0Jit) degrees; PennsyJ- 
Tania, founded in 1758, is third with 
about 14.0(K) degrees; and Michigan, 
founded in 1837, is fourth with 11,449 
degrees, 'fo state the contrast in a 
more .sirilaiig manner, an illustration 
used heretofore by the writer, if all the 
living graduates of the University of 
Miehigan were laid head to foot,' the 
line wotjM rcr.ch from the foot of Ben- 
jamin Franklin's statue on the campus 
to the stand pipe reservoir in Ypsilanti 
and return. If all the living graduates 
of Harvard were lined uj) for a foot- 
bail coutetst agaiusl all of the living 
gmdnatee of the Univerrityof Midbi> 
gau, (here would be almost two wearers 
of the "Yellow and Blue'' to one 
wearer of the ** Crimson.*' Ko apology 
is iiKido for including the "co-eds'* 
in such a comparison. 

It will readily b^ seen, therefore, that 
the indifference of uur alumni cannot 
be ascribed to lack of iniiulH rs. Per- 
haps on the contrary, there are too 
many of as. 

What of the standing and relative 
■eminence of our alumni? When the 



comparative youth of our University 
is taken into oonsideniticD, we have 

not the slightest reason for being 
ashamed of the number of distin- 
gaiahed men and women among oar 

alumni. The graduates from Ann Ar- 
bor stand well to the front in public 
affairs, in the professions, in literature 
and in all branches of industrial and 
(Wmmercial life. Our University has 
furnished to the country, twenty -six 
college presidents, thirty-four membeis 
of the house of representatives of the 
United States, five United States Sena- 
tors, three chief justices of state 8Ci> 
prMne oonvts, tirelTe state supreme 
court associate justices and sixty eight 
judgeti of United States, couuty and 
intwmediate conrts. A. number of gov. 
ernors, lieutenant-rfovernors, and other 
state oihcers without eud, received their 
first lessons in politics and statesman- 
ship at Ann Arl>or. Jleu aud women 
of national reputation in literature, law, 
Kcionce and medicine, of all professions 
ar.ii o<'capatious are jiroud to ackuowl- 
i><i/i^ th»'ir iiidel)tedn('ss to 'Die I'niver- 
.sity of Michigan, aud itii inexhaustible 
intellectual treasnre. 

Our alunmi are not apathelic because 
they are unable to appreciate the value 
of the discipline aud training which 
their University coarse afforded. On 
the contrsu'y, if our eminent alumni 
cho.se, thoy could exert powerful iuflu- 
enoefor good to the Universify. Bat 
thev «lon't. 

It can hardly be said that our alumui 
are not an effective factor in the devel- 
opment of the University because they 
are scattered and disuiiitcd. As a mat- 
ter of fact, the alumui arc elaborately 
organized, — in fact there is too much 
organization. Our graduates are or- 
ganized into six general alumjai associ- 
ations, one for each department Of 
these, the Society of the .Ylumiii of the 
Literary Department is the most active, 
if such a word can be projierly nsed in 
connection with any body of our alomnL 
At its annual meetings daring com- 
mencement week there is usually a 
soffioient nnmber present from which 
to select ofEcers. The other depart- 
ment associations also choose offioera. 
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whose principal daiy is DOt to ofi&ciate. 
There are, howefw, bodies of our 

alumni, scattered thronghont the ooun 
try iu the large cities, which occasioa- 
ally manifest an interest in the Uni- 
versity. These alumni centers are 
located at Boston, Now York, Philadel- 
phia and Washington, along the Atlantic 
coast; Grand Bapidn and Battle Greek 
in Michigan; and Chicago, ^filsvankoe, 
Kausas City and Deaver iu the ceutral 
and western states. All of these are 
regularly organized and officered, and 
arouse at times considerable annual 
banquet enthusiasm. At Detroit and 
San Francisoo there are loyal alnmni, 
hnf there are no ties of organization 
binding them together. Our only for* 
eign association is located in Japan, 
which recently organize/l find cablod 
affectionate greeting to Presideoi An- 
gell. The indifference of our alnmni 
cannot be traced to lack of organization. 

A\liat is the trouble and what the 
remedy ? The an.swers to these queries 
hflive been nnmerons and varied. 

New Y',rk nradnates say that they 
are so completely overshadowed by the 
larfi^ bodies of fdnmni of other uni- 
Tersities who flock to New York, that it 
is difficult to aron?e any enthusiasm. 
Some argue that urgunizutiun is not 
essential because it will be found that 
whenever the Univer ity is threatened 
fay any danger, its graduates will 
gather and hold meetings and plan 
for its rescue with j)]erity of prompt- 
ness. One of the most plausible rea- 
sons is that the University is supported 
by the state, and the state is an abstrac- 
tion for wliich enthusiastic loyalty is 
not likely to be expressed. If the 
gradnate is appealed to for money, he 
will hesitate before endowin<^ an insti- 
tution which an illiberal legislature 
may do much to cripple. Many alnmni 
say that though old associations at Ann 
Arlxjr are pleasant as a recolltxjtiou, 
yet new ties, new duties, and new insti- 
tattoos invite as to direct onr minds 
and ensvgiss away from Ann Arbor. 



The comment of still others is that 
Ibere is loyalty among tiie alnmni and 

plenty of it, bat it is not of the demon- 
strative kind, because of the absence of 
dormitorim. Still another reason as- 
cribed is that those institutions whioh 
have as a base, denominational in- 
terest, gather to themselves a senti* 
ment that does not exist in broad non- 
sect ariau institutions like theUniveirsil>y 
of Michigan. And so ou. 

It wooid not be difficnlt to aigae 
that none of these alleged reasons 
really account for the entire indiffer- 
ence of the alumni, but such argument 
would not be to any purpose. On the 
other hand there have been offered a 
multitude of suggestions of plans for 
the awakening of an enthnsiastie and 
practical spirit which will eventuate iu 
something of real benefit to the Uni- 
versity, — more of the Joshna Water- 
man-Senator McMillan kind. Some 
say give the alumni something to work 
for. Draft alumni into the service of 
the Universily when legislative appro- 
]iriationP are sought. Crystallize the 
alumni into clubs uo matter how small 
the knot of alnmni in a given locality. 
Work to induce students to go to Ana 
Arbor. Let the officials of the Univer- 
sity send the catalogue and other pub- 
lications to all graduatea The Phila- 
delphia plan is to form one general 
alumni association including all depart- 
ments. The younger graduates urge 
greater support for athletics. Qet ap 
more hurrah! An<1 so on. 

The time for Hiigg<Htiug, however, 
has gone by. What is especially needed 
is an irulividnal who has the time, 
means, luciinaLion and energy to take 
np the alnmni question and solve ii 
Perhaps Thk "^^T(■HIl; \n Ai.nMxrs will be 
the agency which will create the atmos- 
phere in which the alnmni spirit will be 
stimulated and developed into an active 
factor iu the growth of the TTniversity, 
instead of the lifeless nonentity which 
it is now, and which it always has 
bean in the paat>

Th fall semester opened under the 
mopt favorable conditionB for as fine an 
eleven as Michigan has ever had. Man- 
ager Clbarl«0 B&rd was partioolarly foT' 
tnnate in sK^nrinp the services of Mr. 
Macaoley, tAckle on Princeton's cham- 
pion eleven of last year, as ooaeb, and 
Mr. Keene Fitzpatrick, of Detroit M. A. 
A., as trainer. The work of both these 
enthusiasta can be seen in the practice 
of the team from day to day. At a 

mnns- mooting; hold la'st raonth great en- 
tbosiasm was shown by the students, 
and sereral hundred dollam was raised 
for the team. Thus, for the first time 
in (be hiHtory of Michigan football, the 
manager was enabled to secure the nec- 
000 ary equipment for a first-class 
eleven. Lack of money has been the 
cry hitherto. Fortunately, this year 
aeee the aseoeinUon with ample treasure 
in her strong box. 

We must note one drawback, bow- 
ever, in that practice did not begin 
nntil the let of October, inMe hitherto 

a number of men have appeared by 
Sept 15. This has caused a loss of 
▼doable time, throagh no fanlt of the 
management, however, and its effects 
have been visible in the work of the 



The material this season was excep- 
tionally fine, espeoially the new, while 
of last year's eleven, Baird, J^'erbert, 
Henninger, fkaith, Senter, Villa, Dyer 
and Dygert, returned to college. 

Orchard Lake played the first game 
of the eeattm at tiie Field, Cot. 6. The 
Gadela, though light, had the advantage 
of longer training, and played a <iniwf 
snappy game. Score, 12-12. 

The f(dlowing games showed a 
marked improvement, l)oth in the work 
of the team and in the condition of the 
men. Sooree: Ifiohigan 28, Alhaon 10; 
Michigan 46i, Adrian 0; IGehigan 48, 
Olivet 0. 

Oct. 20th a fiocond game was played 
with the Cadet.s, who were defeated 
40-6. The intprvon!nt:» two weeks' 
practice produced a brilliant effect in 
the work of Miehigan. Team work was 
fair and play wa-s faster. Hero Michi 
gan's traditional hard luck appeared 
for the first time in the injury of Capt. 
Baird, quarter back, and Villa, 1- ft 
tackle. Tile former ba.s been unable 
to play for three weeks, but fortunately 
at presMit both are working with tile 
team. 

The lirst important game was played 
at GtovelaDd, Oct 27, with the Case 
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Scientific School. Michigan won by a 
score of 18 to 8, but her work was rag- 
ged and aiisafcisfiBotory, owing donbtleas 

to tho absoncei of Capt. Baird. 

But DUO week remained before the 
first Cornell game and the men were 
worked hard. "Billv" jMallev, caotain 
of the eleven in "Jl, was down during 
that time and rendered valuable ser- 
yiee, partieolarlj to the line 

Nov. 3d, at Ithaca, Cornell defeated 
the team 22-0. This was a pleasant 
anrprise, notwitlntandiDg th« general 
feeling that Michigan would .score. It 
angiired well for tho Detroit {jame. 
Cornell ha8 a light, active team, unable 
to tonch Michigan's line, bnt making 
her gains between ends and tackles. 
On the other hand, Michigan gained 
wholly thiongh the line by quick open- 
ings and bucking. Scarcely a yard was 
made around the ends. Her interfer- 
ence was wretched, the back» being 
slow and not running hard. 

With three dayn' practice, the men 
left for Kansas City, where they de- 
feated University of Kansas 22-12 on 
Nov. 10. This was a disappointment, 
for a larger score and shut-out was ex- 
pected. The fLrat half was a walk-over 



for Mirliii^an, the score being IH-O. 
Kanaas made a touch-down on a iluke. 
In the seoond, honors were even — a 
touch-down and goal for each. KauHas 
earned hers by hitting the line, espec- 
ially at centre. The three centre men, 
whom no team np to this time could 
touch, were opened up time and again 
for good gains. The long trip from 
Ann Arbor to Kansas City undoubtedly 
had a dejirossing effect on the men, caus- 
iugthem to play a somewhat listless game. 

Taking the work of the deven to 
date, we can say: The taoUing u 
good. The interference is poor. The 
line is strong, ends and center espec- 
ially so. The baoks are very good in- 
dividnally, bnt do not work toi^pthor; 
are slow in starting, and do not run 
hard. Team work is poor. Of last 
year's men, FeriMrt and Henninger 
alone are putting up their old game. 

The last three games have disclosed 
the weak points, and the next two 
weeks will be used in strengthening 
them and in perfecting team plapr* 
Thns when Mienigan mMts Oomell m 
Detroit on the 24th no one doubts ljut 
that there will be a hard fought g&mey 
with Michigan doing herself proud. 



THE GRADUATE CLUB. 

vr «. a. JOBXflcoiT, t&, PKEsn>nfv ov ns ohis. 



The Graduate Club is an association 
of students in the Graduate School of 
the University. Its active membership 
COttBlBtS of students regularly enrolled 
in the achooi, while all members of the 
ftumlty are oonsidered honorary mem- 
bers. The reason of its being may be 
Been from the motives of those who init- 
iated the society last year. It was felt 
by those interesteil in graduate work 
that there was need of pome organiza- 
tion, or some central mterest, which 
shonld bear an aotive relationship to 
the individual members of the Graduate 
School, and to the work and interests of 
the sdaool at large. The Qradnate 
School had nothing to oorreepond to the 



cla.ss organizations of undergraduates or 
to the clubs which exist in the various 
departraent.s of work for conference and 
for roview of their special literature. 
The common intellectual bond among 
the students of this sohool was not 
plicitly recognized, there wa-s little 
acquaintanceship among them, and little 
or no esprit dr corps. The Gradnato 
Sishool rtands distinctively for research 
work, investigation; its students aim to 
add something to the store of human 
knowledge. Eadi is a speoialist, and 
as he dijis deeply into liis own subject 
there is too great a tendency to become 
isolated from his f eUowa. Bat for two 
reasons it was felt that in the Ondaato 
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School, even more than ol so where, so- 
ciability and organized effort were of 
the g reatopt importanoa The fint of 
these reasons is that the profeHsion of 
teaching, for which most of tbo j^radu- 
ate gtudeuts are preparing, demands of 
the specialist along with a thouoagh 
kno\vle<lgt» of his snbject, some nndiT 
standing of other disciplioes than Uih 
own, a sympathy with the attitnde of 
men folluwint^ those other lines of study 
and a familiarity with as many sorts of 
men as possible. The second reason is 
that tiiis highest department of univer- 
sity work stauds in greatest need of an 
esprit de corps to help build up the 
adiool and utereaae the opportnnitiee 
for advanced and original work. The 
Graduate Club, then, was organized to 
bring together I3ie members of the 
Graduate School, both inatrnotors and 
students, for social iutercnnrso and for 
mutual helpfulness in graduate work, 
and to make a nnited elTort to advance 

the iriterpsts of the Gradimlp Sehonl. 

The meetings of the Club are chietly 
8oda>, onr friends oontribnting much to 
the success of this feature by inviting 
U8 to their homes. Usually the meet- 
ing begins with an address or two 
abort addressee on some sabjeoi of gen- 



eral interest. This is followed by in- 
formal discussion, and the remainder of 
the evening is given up to soeial enjoy- 
ment. The first meeting of the present 
year was held on Friday evening, Nov. 
9, at the residence of Mr. Harrison 
Soule. The address was by President 
Augell upon "The Present Rd at inns of 
Japan, China and Corea." It was an in- 
tensely interesting aoooant of the his- 
tory, politic-1 and re^^onrces of these 
countries, of the origin and nature of 
the present difiBcnlties, together with 
his judgment as to the poirtMlble effect 
of this struj^tjle npon the relations of 
Japan and China to each other and to 
the western world. A very large rmm- 
her of both faculty and students wore 
present, and all were eDthnsiastio over 
the BQOoess of this meeting and the 
prospects of the Glob tliia jeer. 

Two prime factors in the usefulness 
of the Club are that the instructors and 
students meet here on oommon ground 
and on terms of the utmost freodom 
and cordiality, and that men and 
women working in different fields meet 
for conference on subjects of generalin- 
terest that will tend to bring out and 
emphasize the common element in all 
their TariooB lines of work. 



UNiyERSITY CORRESPONDENCE. 



a. J. OTTAWAT, "01, or Aim AsaoB oouBin. 



The position of University corres- 
pondent for Detroit, Ohieago and other 

metropolitan newspapers is m\ import 
ant one from several points of view. In 
Uie first place it is of considerable im- 
portance to the journals themselves, at 
least, to the Detroit newspapers. The 
managing editors of the four leading 
Detroit dailies will readily acknowledge 
that their Universit}- correspondence is 
the heaviest of any in the state, and the 
positions they have to fill in Ann Arbor 
are the best in point of money consid- 
erations that they have to give out. 
Seoondly, the newspaper correspond- 
«iiM dated at Ann Arbor ia of tnnsoen^ 



dent importance to the University, and 
for various reasons. It advertises the 
institution. Thn writer well romembora 
the first impressions he received of 
tJniversily lira. They came from read- 
ing newspaper reports of commence- 
ment time in Ann .\rbor. Tlieso im- 
pressions matured into a desire to obtum 
a University edueation, and turned him 
aside from a previous decision to attend 
a smaller college of the state. Doubt- 
lees, hmidreds of students have had 
similar experiences. Ayaiu, it is of im- 
portance to the University as to whether 
correepondenoe issuing from Ann Arbor 
gi?ea a ooireot imprMsioii of UniTetaity 
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life or not. This ia too obvioua to re- 
quire eommeiit. 

It is of further conooru to the Uni- 
versity whether or not the University 
correspondent pives to his paper nn 
idea of what the University is really 
doing. Too often the reporter ih only 
oonoemed with the ephemeral doin^ of 
ttie stadent body. I have b«foro me w 
I write a column of University corres- 
pondence in a Detroit Sunday paper. 
In the whole oolmnn I fail to mid more 
than two nuall items that wonld give a 
tax- payer of the state an idea of what 
the University is doin^. These two are 
in iaol, of vevy minor wiportaDoe. The 
remainder of the column is filled with 
accounts of class and society elections 
and items of only passing interest, I 
would not say that the correspondent 
fails in his duty in Bendinf; in this ma- 
terial, but that he doeH uut du his full 
duty as one whose busineHs it is to ac- 
quaint the public with the Hubstantial 
and lastiixg work of the University. In 
fact, it wonld seem tiiat the reporter's 
beet opportunities lie in tLo liospituls and 
the laboratory, where the original and 
permanent work of the institution is 

In connection with this I will intro- 
duce my third and fourth points, viz., 
that TJni'verBity reports are of unport- 
ance to tax payprR of the state and to 
the alumni of the institution. Of what 
the tax-payer desiree in the way of 
University news, little need be said. 
He desires a straight forward account 
of the real work of the institution. 
Football and sooiety and class athletics 
are tiresome to him. But what does 
the alumnus desire from the corres- 
pondent f He, it ia true, wishes, to a 
large extent, the passing news from 
Alma Mater. Minor matterH are of in- 
terest to him, especially if he be a re- 
cent graduate; and he ought always to 
be interested in athletics, in litorary 
work and in the work of the htmdred 
organizations that have an existence 
here. And all this the alumnus desires 
to be accurate and truthful, even 
though it may not always reflect credit. 



Of what advantage is it to repress the 
disgraces of ooUege life f So doing only 
adds ilnplicity to disf^race. But, on the 
other hand, neither the alumnus nor the 
general reader desires the imposition of 
exag^geiration so common of recent 
years. As evidence of this I am told 
that not less than ten persons on one 
day recently ended their snbscriptions 
to a certain paper that contained an un- 
truthful account of an annual Univer- 
sity feetiTal occasion. Newspaper read- 
ers want the troth, bat not mora tiian 
the truth. 

It is true that certain managing edi- 
tors desire exaggerated reports, \sak it ia 
only in the hope that they can pawn 
them off as matters of fact. Tlus, nn- 
fortonataly, th^ sometiinee do. I know 
one University correspondent who lost 
his position because bp would not, or 
could uut, write hucli material as his 
editor was bound to hava I am ae- 
qnainted with the present correspond- 
ent of the same paper, who I am told, 
is oontinoally being urged to mannfao- 
ture ( for it is nothing less than such a 
process ) this sensational sort of matter. 
But this is not reputable newspaper 
work, and should be frowned down bj 
every loyal alumnus of the University. 
Accurate, tmthfol reports are what the 
alnmni wish and are the only kind that 
the right sort Ot Univenity stodenta 
will giva

The University Musical Society is an 
organizat ion which occupies a somewhat 
vniqne poeiticm among college sooietiw, 
by rofiHOLi of the far-reaching nature 
of ite functionB, and the magnitude of 
its self-impoeed tasks. It aims to fur- 
nisk to the itndents of the Universifcy of 
Michigan, and to the citizens of Ann 
Arbor, opportonities for musical cul- 
taxe; (I), by providing aeries of oon- 
iMCtB of the highest grade, and (II), by 
Buintaining a School of Music in which 
Btadenta may reoeive fimfc olasB instroo- 
tion.

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PRESIDENTS ANNUAL REPORT. 

Umivkrsity of Michigan, 1 
A«£i Abbob, OoL 24, 18M. / 

To llM flonoimbto BoMd of Rsfents: 

I present to ycni my Aamul Beport for the year eud. 
2Dg September 80^ 1894 

The UniTeraity has been oalled to monm the Ices of 
se?erftl men who had rendered her valiiable servioe. 

Eon. Lyman Deoatnr Noxris* who was Srppointed 
Kegeut in 1883 to fill a vacancy, and who serred one year, 
died at Grand Rapids January 7, 1894, aged seventy years. 
He wftB the first student matriculated in this University. 
He was a man of high intelligence, pure character, and a 
worthy reputation as a lawyer. He always cherished a 
deep interest in the University. 

On May 25 Kogent Henry Howard died at Port Huron, 
aged sixty-six. Mr. Howard was elected Regent in 1890. 
He was a man of marked ability for business, of the 
highest integrity, and of a strong sense of private and 
pnblie dnty. Until fatal illness seised him, he devoted 
himself to the interests of the University with the greatest 
fidelity. 

On Augnst ^5 ox-Regent Austin Blair, after a prolcmged 
illness, died at his home in Jackson. He served the full 
term of eight years as Regent frona 1882 to 1890. A grad- 
uate of Union College, a man of large experience in public 
life, a lawyer of acuttuiess and learning, a leader with high 
intolloctUHl and moral ideals and with the most fearless 
spirit, he was able to render the University large service 
by his wise ecu usels and by his addresses to the legislature. 
He was Governor of this State from 1861 to 1865, and a 
Bepresentative in Congress from 1867 to 1873. He filled 
both olBees with oonspieuons ability. Few men, if any, 
have done more for the State <rf Miehigan than Anatin 
Blair. This Univerrity in reoognition of his worth con- 
ferred on liira the degree of Doctor of Lawa in 1890. 

On September 29, 1894, Frofessor Joseph Estabrook, 
D. D., died at Olivet, at the age of seventy-four years. As 
a High School teacher. Principal of the State Normal 
School, Professor in Olivet College, State Su[)printendent 
of Public Instractiou, and Regent of the University (from 
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1870 to 1878), his services to education in Michigan had 
been eminently conspicuous. As a preacher his inflaenoe 
had been large and most beneficent. 

On June 29, 1894, Henry D. Bennett, who was Secre- 
tary and Steward frou: 186G to 1883, died at Pasadena, 
Cal. His senrioe fell in a period of signal development of 
ihe Univeirnty. He u remembered with reepeot and affec- 
tion by the many teaohers and stadenta who weie brongifat 
into relatione with him. 

On April 14 Oorydcm L. Ford, the senior Profeaaor in 
the Department of Medicine and Surgery in tlie Univer- 
aity, died snddenly at his residence in this city. He had 
just oorapleted his fortieth coarse of lecturers to our stn> 
deuta, and was to retire as Professor Emeritus. Hp had 
reached his oij^htieth year. IIfiviii<T niitnined his t^eneral 
and medical educHtion in the fact" of }_;rt'Ht obstacles, he 
began teaching as early as ISiU), aiui devoted his whole life 
to the profession. He lectured in Medical Schools at Buf- 
falo^ Oastleton, Vt, Bronewick, Me.» BxooUyn, N. Y., as 
well as in oar school. In deameas and aptneea of atate- 
meni^ in the arrangement of hia matter, in hie power to 
illnstrate by dieaection while he lectared, he baa probaby 
not been surpassed by any teacher of Anatomy in this 
country. The simplicity and parity of his character and 
the eamestnesB of his religious spirit, left a deep impress 
on the thousands of his pupils. He testified his devotion 
to the University not only by his long and useful life in 
her serviei', but by n generous bequest to the library, the 
largest in fact wliicli it has ever received.

The number of students was less by 119 than in the 
previous year. There was a decline in the Literary De- 
partment ol 74, in the Law Department of 34, in the Bcliool 
of Pharmacy of 22| in the HomoBopathic Medioal College 
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of 36, iu the Dental College of 4. On the other hand in 
the Department of Medicine and Surgery there wan a ^aiu 
of 38. We believe that the falling off in aggregate attend- 
ftooe yna due mainly, if not wholly, to the buiiien depres- 
sion of fbe oonntry. The weeteni institatioQS raffared 
more from this oaiue than the eastern. A larger number 
of the weatern than of the eaatein college students are pos- 
sessed of BO small means that a general financial stringency 
calls them back from stady to some bread-winning puTB ait. 
We should not have been surprised if the same cause which 
was operative last year had held down our numbers for 
another year. Jiut it is apparent that such is not to be 
the case. Micliigan continues to gain relatively to other 
states in the percentat^e of our students. She sent last 
year 1,400, or 52.6 per cent, of the total number, which is 
two per cent, more than in the previous year. 

Ninetem foreign states and provinoes were repre- 
sented: Ontsrio (28), Germany (5), Obina (3), England, 
Japan, New Brunswick, Bulgaria, Hawaiian Islands, Que- 
bec Badra, Barbadoes, Bermuda, Costa Biea, Italy, Mani- 
toba, Porto Bioo^ Scotland, South Africa and Sweden. 

Of the States of our Union Illinois sending 304, Ohio 
173 and Indiana 115, furnish us after Michigan by far the 
largest number. However, Pennsylvania sends ns 79, New 
York 71, and Iowa ^ii. Forty-five of our states and ter- 
ritories are representetl in our company of students. It 
may be doubted whether a more cosmopolitan group of 
students is found in any University.

The decline in the attendance of women as compared 
with that of the previous year was ten per cent., while the 

decline in total attendance was only four per cent. In the 
Literary Department, where by far the largest number of 
women are foond, they constituted last year 37 per ceni. 
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thiB year 32 per cent. Two years ago they constituted 33 
per cent It would seem therefore that for the present the 
proportion of iromen to men in oolleitiate work is not likely 
to eioeed the fignra raached last jear. The indioation 
eeenie to be that the haid timea hm interfered more with 
the ooUegiate attendanoe d women than of men. The pro- 
portion of women to men in the total attendanoe is 21 per 
oent. The proportion in all the profeeeional schools is a 
little more than aeven per cent, last year it was a little leaa 
than eight per cent. The falling off has been ohiefly in 
the Literary Department. 

Meanwhile it is noticeable how, both in tlie universi- 
ties of this country and in many of tlie old and conser- 
vative universities of Europe, the do<jra are opening to 
women. Even our aniversities which have relegated 
women to annezee or aeparate colleges for education, are 
beginning to admit women for graduate work, and in some 
cases to permit nndergradnate women to attend the leo- 
tores given to tbe men. It needs no prophet to prediet 
that they will before long find it safe and wise to go yet 
fnrther in providing for the joint education of men and 
women. 

The building operations have been important A 

tasteful and commodious building, containing class-rooms 
for the Literary DepHrtment has been completed, and ap- 
propriately named Tappan Hall, in honor of that dis- 
tinguiHiied man, the first President, Dr. Tappan. 

The increase during the last few years in the number 
of students in the Literary Department, and the multipli- 
cation of classes, caused by the introduction of the elective 
system, rendered absolutely necessary these additional ac- 
eommodations. The cost of the bnilding and fomitore is 
aboat thirty thousand dollars. 

The main building of the Gymnasium has been com- 
pleted. The delay in finishing this building has been very 
unwillingly assented to by ttie Begents. The financial 
stringen^qr of the last two years piermted us from receir- 
ing contributions which we had good reason to expect 
when the erection of the building was begun, and which 
would have sufficed for its completion. But in view of 
the continued business depression, which cut off all hope 
of further gifts at this time, the Begents felt that it was 
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due to the generous flubscriberB to the Gyranasinra fund, 
who hatl enabled ua to rear the walls of the building, and 
to the studenta who need the facilities for gymnastic train- 
ing, to take from our traaravytlM mim xeqund to prepare 
the GynuuHnnm for vm this antnmn. F<»tanately, a fond 
whieh stodents and other frieiidB of the Unirendty hegfto 
to ooHeet nearly twenty yean ago, wae in the hands of 
Traateeif who weie authorized to tarn it over to the Be- 
gents for aiding in completing and equipping the Qymna- 
fliun. This fund yielded $6,095.03. The sum received 
from subscribers to the fund for erecting the Gymnasium 
since January, 1891, including the initial gift of $20,000 
by Mr. Joshua W. Waterman, is $42,705. Adding this to 
the older fund, we have $48,800.03 as the amount con- 
tributed by private generosity. The amount which the 
Regents will have to expend from the Univorsity treasury 
in order to complete the building cannot now be stated, 
though in a few daya the Oymnaainm will be opened 
for nee. 

It should be temembered that we have been nnable 
to begin the election t/t the contemplated wing for the 
use of the women. This must be bnili We haye abont 

two thousand dollars in hand for that purpose. Bat we 
need aboat twenty thousand dollaxs. Will not some gen- 
erous person provide us the means of erecting this much 
needed building? The men with their out-door games 
have, even without the Gymnasium, larger facilities for 
healthful exercise than the women. Of course for the 
present the building now completed will be given up at cer- 
tain times to the women. Bat separate provision should 
be made for the latter. 

It has unhappily been found necABsary to put a new 
roof on the Mnsenm and repair the walls at an expense c/t 
|4.75a That building was so ill-constmoted that it has 
been a constant source of expense and solicitude to us. 
It is believed, however, that it was never before in so good 
a condition aa it is at present 

The ?ery serious, bat necessary, task of reconstruct- 
ing on a new plan our heating apparatus for all the build- 
ings on the campus, has been undertaken during the past 
summer. It was found that under our old syHtem there 
was great loes in the transmission and distribution of heat, 
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and tlmt our outfit was iimdequate to meet the additional 
drafts tc> be made on it by Tappan Hall and the Gymna- 
rinin. It WM wiaely decided by the Began ts to attempiy 
in making indispensable changes, to adopt a system which 
should be equal to the demands to be made on it for yean 
to come* or which eonld easily be enlai'ii^ to meet all 
snch demands. The boilers were^ therefore* all collected 
in one boiler house, much larger tlian either of the old 
boiler honseSt a brick conduit, 6^ feet hiph by 5§ broad, 
was made, easily connecting with every building on the 
campus, and fitted to carry not only steam pipes, but also 
the electric wires, which it is intended to employ at an 
early day iu lighting our buildings. This work has been 
accomplished with great expedition by Messrs. Harvey &, 
Sons, of Detroit The cost according to the contoact has 
been $44,150. It is inredictod that the saving in fuel will 
be important It is certain that this connection of all the 
baildings with the central heating plant by conduits will 
be most sernceable^ 

In the Literary Department the work of the Oradnate 
School has, as in the previous year, receive I special atten- 
tion, under the direction of the Administrative Council, 
whicli is compofipd of the heads of depnrtmouts. The 
studeiittj, incliuiing seveu candidateK for higher dej_'reos, 
who were enrolled in t}>e profeptiional Kchools, iiunil)ered 
117. The instruction of them makes heavy drafts on our 
professors, all of whom are also engaged in teaching un- 
dergraduates, but the uplifting effect of audi a body of 
graduate students as we have on the spirit of undergrad> 
nato work is most inspiring. These stndente have oxgan- 
iaed a Graduate School Club, which seeks by the aid of the 
Eaoully to promote the intersets of the school by social 
meettngs, by discussions of methods of graduate work, 
and by securing addreasea from eminent graduates. Their 
zeal and esprit de corps are most commendable and most 
helpful. I cannot but repeat with emphasis the expres- 
sion of the opinion that in no other way could the gift of 
moderate .sums be more useful to the University and to 
the promotion of sound learning than by the endowment 
of fellowships, yielding to graduate students four hundred 
or five hundred dollars annuully. By the aid of sueh £sU 
lowshipa Harvard, OomeU and Ohioago are constantly 
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drawing »omB of OUT most promifting gradnateB to thdr 

hallB. 

It gives mo great pleasure to acknowledge the gener- 
osity of the last graduatiDg class of the Literary Depart- 
ment in presenting to the University a subscription of two 
thoasand dollars, to be known as the "Scholarship Fond 
of the Glaas of '94*' 13y the proviBioDB of the ^ft the 
income is to be annually loaned to some stodent who may 
be Btadying here as a candidate for a Bachelor's degree- 
It is to be hoped that additions may be made to this loan 
fund by other contributors. 

The Faculty have for the last few jrears been slowly 
coming to the opinion that there is no good ground for 
requiting more hours of work for grnduatiou in some 
conrscK tlian in others. Wo have heretofore asked one- 
twelfth more hourH of work in the University for gradua- 
tion in other courpes than in the classical. The reason 
given for this was that the preparation for entering upon 
tiie olaasieal conzae called for more woxk in school tlian 
the preparation for the other oouraes. Practically the plan 
probably furnished a certain spe<nal enconragement topmr> 
sue the stndy of (Heek. It has been decided now by the 
Faculty that this discrimination shall be abandoned. It is 
believed that in the present circumstances no harm will 
come to classical studies ])y this step. 

The Faculty have also been brought to the conclusion 
that many of our students were taking too many hours 
weekly in the class-room, that there would be less crumiiiing 
and more faithful study, if the hours of attendance on class- 
room instruction were diminished, and more time was 
afforded for reading and writing and reflection. They 
have therefore fixed tiie maximnm number of hours which 
a student may take in class-room without special permis- 
sion of the Faculty at sixteen. The requirements for grad- 
uati<m are audi that a course may be completed within the 
usual time, if no more than sixteen hours are taken at any 
period. With the apirit of study prevalent among our stu- 
dents, the pressure upon the Faculty has always been not 
for jierraission to reduce, but for permission to increase, 
the mimher of hours of work beyond the normal number. 

Tlie Faculty have given prolonged consideration during 
the year to the important subject now so generally under 
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discufisiou through thp country of the proper requireraontB 
for admiBsiou to the Uuiversity. Probably at no pn'\ ious 
period have the problems of secoudary ( (lucation so caru- 
estly engaged the atteutiou of the uatiuu as they do now. 
The Report of the Committee of Ten appointed by the 
Amerioan Eduoatioiial Aasodation upon the sabjeot has 
evoked a general diaoiunion, which ahonld be fruitful of 
aome good reanlta. One Faonlty, ever keenly alive to the 
importance of seonring the most hdpfnl relations between 
the school and the college, are diligently seekingin co-oper- 
ation with the High School teachers of the state to detap> 
mine what changes, if any, should be made in the oonrees 
of the secondary schools or in the collegiate courses, to 
lend the higheBt efFiciGney to our Hystera of education. 
They have already decided to ask on and after the begin- 
ning of the next academic year preparation in French or 
German or Latin for admission to the Eugiueering courses. 

The Faculty has so arranged the work fur the coming 
year that fliera will be no regular meeting of elaasee after 
four o^eloA in the afternoon. Heretofcnre appointments 
have been made for classes up to six o'dodL Bnt botii 
teachers and students have felt the need of the late hours 
of the afternoon for exeroiee, whether out of doora or in 
the gymnasium. We shall be under the necessity of 
beginning work at eight in the morning, a quarter of an 
hour earlier than formerly, and also of using Saturday 
forenoon for class work. We have reason to think that 
the change will be acceptable to all. 

In obedience to what seemed a public demand, we 
have, during the past summer, tried the experiment of 
organizing a summer school of instruotion. Several col- 
leges and universities have established such schools during 
the last few years. The attendanoa in some of than hsa 
been large. The persons, who resort to them are chiefly 
teadieis, who wish to enlarge their attainments in branches 
which they axe oalled to teach in aohool or college. We 
formed our plans too late in the year to give as widespread 
notice of them as was desirable. We have reason to be 
satisfied with the atten lance, as eighty-eij^iit students were 
present About half of them were teachers. Most of 
them were from Michigan, hut some came from other 
statea. Ihey gave themselves with great assiduity to their 
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work. There seems every reason to believe that a larger 
number may be expected next year, if the school 10 oou- 
tinued, as we expect it will be. 

Some of our Professors have, during the past year, 
continued to give oourBeB of what are called University 
ExtensicMi Leetiuas, and lum been satisfied with the re- 
enlts. But the task of giving snoh oowsee is a heavy 
addition to the duties of the Piofeasor, who is obaiged 
with the fall work ol a ohair. I think it is not yet deter- 
mined whether the demand for snoh lectures is to be per* 
mant nt. But if it is, and if the demand is to be met by 
the University, provision wil) ultimately have to be made 
for it by the appointment uf special lectoiers, who will 
give their time largely to the work. 

The Depnrtmout of Medicine and Surgery has had a 
year of exceplioual prosperity. Notwithstanding the in- 
creased requireiiH'iits for ailmiKsion and for graduation, 
perhape because of these, that Department, alone of all 
the Departments ol the University, had a decided gain in 
attendanoe. The work is organised aooardiug to the best 
methods of sdentiilc instraotion. In no other Department 
is more strennons work exacted of the stodenl^ and in none 
is the spirit of work among tlie students more earnest and 
enthusiastic. 

The hospital connected with this school has been 
crowded to repletion with patients, and is far too small to 
accommodate those who apply for treatmenL The report 
of the H tspitnl Boards show that in the Univoi\sity Hos- 
pital (opeu twolvu mouths) 150:^ pationts received treatment 
at an average cost to them of $7.82. The Homoeopathic 
Hospital (in nine mouths) had 297 patients, who were 
oared for at an average cost to the patients of 18.67. Thus 
1799 patients were cared for in the two Hoepitals at an 
average cost to the patients of a little over eight dollars 
esoh. Of these many were relieved from a condition of 
disability, in which they were a charge to their friends or 
to the county, and were restored to lives of productive 
activity* Had the University Hospital another ward, a 
larger number of sufferers could be rt-lieved. 

The State Board of Healtli, hoMiuj^ the view now gen- 
erally entertained by the best iuformi^d physicians that 
ooQsamptiou is a contagious disease, has recommended 
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to the legislature to establish a hospital here for patients, 
suffering from that disease, and to place it under the 
charge of our medical pn^fpHHors. We bhall be very will- 
ing to take charge of buch an iuhtiiution, if the State seee 
flt to eetablish it 

Our Sduiol far Nusea* cairidd on by the Medioal 
Departmontk has had the pleasure o€ seeing its first dassi 
nnmbering ten, oomplete their eoorse of stody. That 
atndy is noir attracting a lai^ nnrober of intelligent and 
devoted women, who render a serrice to the siok, hardly 
inferior to that of the physician. Their calling is a most 
honorable one, and it is a ohuko of connrratulation that the 
medical school is now regului ly prf^paring women for it. 

Those charged with the conduct of the Law Scliool 
have been of late giving much attention to the problems 
of legal education, and considering the means of giving 
more efficiency to onr oonrse of instmotioii. They have 
oiganised a Practice Oonrt» in which trials are coodncted 
with all the formalities of a xegolar conrt of jnstica It 
has also been decided to extend the course for graduation 
to three years, beginning with the next academic year. 
The Faculty haa been enlarged by the addition of a Pro- 
fessor. Some modifications of the methods of instruotioii 
sre going on. 

These steps are all in keeping with the spirit which 
has been awakened in all the better Law Schools of the 
country for improving the education of lawyers. Since 
the old method of pursuing the study of law in offices has 
BO largely gone out of vogue, the Law Schools very proj)- 
erly feel the responsibility which is laid on them of giving 
the best possible preparation for the profession to the stu^' 
deuts who are crowding their halls. There are still differ- 
ences of opinion concerning the methods of instruction, 
but there seems to be a very general agreement among the 
prominent members of the American bar, that a more pro- 
longed course of study than has generally been taken, 
even in law schnols, has become necessary. It hfinlly 
need bo remarked that one of the greatest obstacles which 
Law Schools, espf'cially in the west, encounter in insisting 
on a high standard of education, is found in the extremely 
easy conditions on wliich admission to the bar is secured 
in some states. It is within the power of the bar to re- 
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move ihiB obfltaole^ and it is to be hoped that they will 
co-operate with the sohoola in eeonring a larger prepara- 
tion of all who are to asanme the reepoDaibile and import- 

ant duties of lawyers. 

The HomcBopathic Medical College has had a trying 
yoar. ITti founded alarms of some of the profoHKion con- 
cerning the plans of the Regents and the Faculty for the 
conduct of the college, and criticisms of Professors which 
certain practitioners allow themselves to indulge in, have 
obviously diverted students to other medical schools, and 
especially to those which have much briefer oonrsea and 
less Btringent reqnirementa for adnusnon. The Begents 
have tried for nearly twenty years in good &ith to admin- 
ister this college with efficiency, and hsTe always found one 
of the chief obstacles to success in the hypercritical spirit 
of certain members of the homoeopathic profession. 
Whether it is possible for the Board to establish a policy 
and appoint a Faculty, which the homeopathic physicians 
can unite in approving in a qurstion which in the light of 
experience is not ouHy to answer. Meantime the Board 
must continue to use its best judgment in deciding how to 
accomplish the object for which the school was founded, 
the tboroagh educatioo of physicians. 

The work of the School of Pharmacy and that of the 
Dental Ck>llege have been carried on witii the nsaal suc- 
cess. Nothing in their history tot the year calls for special 
remark. 

At the Observatory Professor Hall has undertaken 
with the meridian circle the determination of the positions 
of the stars now being observed with reference to the ques- 
tion of the variation of latitude at the Army Engineer Ob- 
servatory, Sault Ste. Mario, Michigan, and the Georgetown 
College Observatory, D. C. Also, it is planned to make 
observatiouri here with regard to the variation of latitude, 
using pole stars above and below the pole, direct and re- 
flected. With the 13 iuch equatorial Mr. Townley has fol- 
lowed a Ust of Tsriable stars, and baa observed a nomber 
of comets and asteroids. 

It is very much to be desired that endowment enough 
may be secured for the Observatory to obtain the services 
of at least one assistant who shall have no duties of instruc- 
tion, but all of whose time may be given to computing and 
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making BstTonomical observationB. Such help is needed 
even more than additional instrumental equipment. 

For the Librnry the year has been one of unprece- 
dented good fortune. Never before has it received such 
gifts. By ft requent of Dr. Ford, as hiis beforo been stated, 
the sum of twenty thousand ilollars, and by a bequest of 
Miss Jean L. Coyl, of Detroit, the earn of ten thousand 
dollan hava been bestowed on the Oenerallibraiy, and by 
a bequest of Mr. Ohristian H. Bahl, of Detroit^ the sam of 
ten thovaand doUais has been given to the Law Library. 
Hiw CoyFa beqaeet ia made as a memorial of her deceaaed 
brother, Col. W. H. Coyl.* Mr. Buhl had in 1885 given 
some five thousand volumes to the Law Library. It is to 
be hoped that these generous examples may be imitated by 
others, who appreciate the fact that the eudowrnent of the 
Library opens a fountain of perpetiinl blfHsing to the 
generations of Btadents who are to seek culture at this 
University.

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We havereoeived important additions toonr MuBeam, 
among them a considerable collection of minerals from the 
World's Fair, a choice specimen of polished agatized wood, 
meeented by XU^gent Hebard, two large models from the 
Otfclumet and Heda Mining Company, one showing a 
eectioo of the mine with ahaft-houae and crushers^ the 
other showing a section of the stamp-mill, oolleetions of 
pre- historic specimens from New Mexico, Arizona and 
Florida, and a valuable collection (exhibited at the World's 
Fair) of ores and rocks belonging to the geological cross 
sections fliroagh the Ishpeming and Dead BiTer ore 
basins. 

Last antumn Mr. Frederick Stearns, of Detroit, who 
has more than once evinced hia generosity to the Uni- 
versity, offered to present to as on certain conditions a 
very valuable collection of fishes from the waters of Japan 
ana of the Buuiu Islaniis, and a lesser c«}llectiou from the 
Hawaiian Islands, with paintings of fiahes in water eolore, 
mostly of the size of the original, exocnfed by a well 
known Japanese artist, S. Okaba The iiegents gladlv 
accepted this handsome gift on the conditions named. 
Unfortunately it was found on opening the cases that the 
packing of the fishes had not bt»en done witli Rufiicient 
care to ensure their preservation. Bat the painiiugs are 
in fine condition, and are of mnch value both from a sci- 
entific and an artistic point of view. 

Ever since the completion of University Hall we have 
greatly desired to have a large organ placed in onr spaoions 
auditorium to assist in the fine musical entortaiiiraents 
which are now so often ^iven there. At last our desires 
are met The University Musical Socit^ty, which under 
the efficient and inapiring leadership of Profeesor Stanley, 
has done so mnoh to cultivate in this community the love 
of the best mnai<^ has purchased the organ, which in 
Festival Hall at the Oolnmbian Exposition attracted mnch 
attention, and has placed it, by consent of the Regents, 
in University HalL The organ was built by Farrand & 
Yotey, of Detroit^ and is valued at twenty-five thousand 
doUsn. 

We are trying an interesting, and we believe a promis- 
ing experiment in the admiuistratiou of our finances this 
year. Heretofore appropriations for various purposes 
have been made at all the meetings ot the Board. It has 
been decided to make up a budget in the spring for the 
fiscal year. Each PiroteBBOT in charge of a department is 
asked to present an estimate of the needs of nis depart* 
ment for the year. The Finance Committee gives these 
careful consideration, and then recomujeuds to the Board 
specific appropriatioiia and also the salaries to be paid, and 
the Bnanl takes action, with the distinct understanding 
that no addition is to be made to the appropriations and 
aalariee thns voted, except in case of nnfmreeeen or extra- 
ordinary omergcneiea. 

It will be remembered that the last Legislatiiie voted 
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ns the procepds of a tax of a sixth of a mill, with the 
provision that we must incur no debt for the erection of 
buildings. We I] ad asked for a tax of one-fifth of a milL 
Tijat wouhl hnvo ciuihled us to provide pretty well for onr 
ourreDt expenses and for moet of the buiidinjgs we are likely 
to need soon. Thoogb we are very gratefal for the prooeedb 
of the one-sixth mill tax, we have found ourselves unable 
to meet some vpry pressing wants. We very much need 
an electric light plant But we have bad to forego that 
for tile present Another hospital ward, an enlargement 
f)f the Library l)uiUling, an acldition to the pnprineeriug 
workshops, an addition to the chemical laboratory, an 
addition to tiie anatomioal laboratory, and the woman's 
vfivp to the gymnasium are urgently needed. Probably 
an enlargement of the physical laboratory must soon be 
made, either by adding to the present building or still 
better by erecting a hygienic laboratory and surrendering 
to the physical department the rooms now occupied by the 
bacteriological and hygienic department. Of course the 
long wishM for Art Bmlding is always desired We grate- 
ful^ acknowledge the gift to tin l^niversity by Hon. Levi 
Jm Barboar of a lot in JDetroit valued at tweuty-five thou- 
sand dollars as a donation towardR the erection of sach a 
building, which shall cost not less than a hundred thoo* 
sand dollarp. It will readily be si^on tliat for some years 
to come the drafta upon our treasury for building purposes 
must ha heavy. 

Wo have long boon hoping that private beneficence 
would supplement the gifts of the State to the University. 
Now that it seems well settied that the State is ready to 
make permanent provision for the substantial support of 
the Institution, wo are justified in expecting that tlio gradu- 
ates and other friomls of the University will testily their 
interest in it by appropriate donations. Never before in 
any one year have we received so many gifts as have come 
to us during the past twelve months. Though these are 
small compared with the hundreds of thoosand of dollars 
which are annually poured into the treasuries of Bome 
of our American universities, they atTord us cheering 
evidence that our friends are remembering us, and they 
awak«a in us the hope that others will imitate them. 
Where can persons of generous purpose, whether of 
limited or of ample means, better bestow their gifts than 
upon a University like this, where those gifts wiU confer 
blessings upon unnumbered generations of earnest and 
aspiring atudenta?

FRATERNITY LIFE AT THE UNIVERSITY OF MICHIGAN.

The University of Michigan which in 
its early days devoted much of its time 
to peraeeatiMm of the Greek Letter Fra- 
tornitioa, has in the short space of forty 
years become one of the a^ngholda of 
the ^slem. Few eoUegw or uDiTem- 
tiea in the oonntry have been chosen as 
homes by as cn-eat a number of frater- 
nities, and iu none is their iiiiiueuce on 
the student body more marked, or their 
position better assnred. The refiMonH, 
herefor, are to be songht aud found in 
the great nnmber o? sfcadents, whieh 
allows of a great nnmber of chapters 
without the destruction of the outside 
or " independent " elemeot, which lends 
to the firateraity system so much of its 
significance, and in the fact that the 
battle being once fought and won, the 
Vpirerritf anthoritiea aam maintained 
towards them, an towards all worthy 
student enterprises, a liberal policy, if 
' not of support, yet of non>interferenoe. 

The fratemttiea came early, aud in 
hnrable guise, compared with their lat- 
ter-day prosperity. The records of one 
of the oldest dhapters tells of initia- 
tions and raeetingH held in " a small 
house adjoining the campus," in a room 



over so and ro'h store, and in other 
places besides. The chapters were wan- 
deren, laying their heads in slnnge 

places, stranger guests of stranger 
hosts — often uninvited guests, it is to 
be feared. Bnt **we have changed all 
that" and these things are managed 
better nowadays. It is safe to say that 
eve^ frafemity chapter, even the young- 
est and most feeble, has its own home, a 
hearth and a fireside of Home kind. 
Those which are older, richer iu alumni 
and in the good things given by tjie 
affections of old men, dwell in state 
in their own houses, bndt and su- 
pervised by the alumni. The others, 
younger, some of them still struggling 
for the firnt W^^ht and second witul^ 
live in rented mansions, aud feed plen- 
tifnUj on the hope and prophecy of the 
days when they will htive the new- 
est, and the handsomest and the most 
oonvenient honse in Ann Arbor, with 
hanging gardens and swinging balco- 
nies, and at least one tower !iy>i'H;e for the 
active members — to say nothing of a 
ooople for the alnmni Maytti^ soon 
corao to pass for all! But seriously, 
there are many for whom all this is noii 
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■o fv awEj. CratoRiitifls arede^ 

*vdoping and practicing the home idea 
— UTerjTwhere almost — nowhere befeteri 
on B more healthy buifl, or more gener- 
■Hy ihsD at Michigan. Not that there 

are no mistakes to be Been. But those 
are usaallj the children of prematurity, 
of the American "previouBncaa" thai 
cannot wait, thnt would have us teach 
our babies to smoke oigareitesi and oar 
freshmen to ouxy oanM. Tha aama dd 
mixture of spanking and advioe is the 
snrpst cnro. 

TIjw frateruity system tlieu flourishes 
— indeed was never stronger than it is 
today. By frateruities, so far in this 
artide, those organizations, secret or 
nominally noo-aeoret have been meant, 
which bring young men oryoutig womeu 
together for a systematic working to 
ward a common end, under a common 
pledge, and with a common life and 
manner of work for the college course. 
The class societies, so called, are not in- 
ohided. They do not flonvidi in Ann 
Arbor. Many of tbom have been intro- 
dnoed, but few have been specially 
strong, none long of life;. They have 
fonnd, perhaps have deserved to find, no 
place in the life of the University — and 
there is no present probability that a 
Mgfater ftafenre is to be thdra. The 
fraternity, in Ann Arbor, to live, has to 
bring to its aid much more of a deep 
and lasting cbaraoter than an idlbtio 
omel and sometimee dangerons initia- 
tion, and a pnrpoBO better concealed 
than expressed iu the vague phrase of 
**B00ial enjoyment** — or "brotherly in 
tercourbe.'' T)i "-t^ societies even that 
stand for bt tti i things have of coarse 
had, especially since their living to- 
gether m houses has (iifferentiated their 
members from the student Ixjdy, been 
made to bear various accu<-atious, of 
immorality, of evil influence, and of 
corniption. Th'^ae ri>ix)rts lt;tvt>, in the 
main, been groundless, aud have brought 
more annoyanoe, perhaps, bat less dlb. - 
crtnlit Ufwri their victims than iinon thoir 
promoters. A top-loftioal, over strained 
attiinde of byrormoral sentinmitality 
iR nt-ither claimod for nor fastened apon , 
the fraternity here: nor is it for a mo- 
ment to be suggested that they uuiver 



aally aland for all that ia beet ; what 

may be said for them in general, ir that 
the^ stand for the most active and in- 
tellqpent phase of shndeot life at Ann 
Arbor, and have pnotkMllj ila tona^-Hir 
lend it their own perhaps. Not every 
man is benefited by becoming a frater- 
nity member, bnt the proportion thnt 
are really harmed ia smalL 

For manv years now» the fratemitiea 
have been toe moving feroee in almoafc 
every student enterprise. It was their 
touch, almost always, that gave the im- 
pulse, and too often theirs the energy 
that kept going the feeble life of many 
University ventnres. They were rea* 
ponsible for the long life of the two old 
weaUieB, the dronlsls and the Argo- 
natU, both for many years operated by 
fraternity money and sustained by fra- 
ternity credit The baseball te^ was 
for a long time upheld by the fraterni- 
ties alone. So was the old Rugby 
Association for a year or two — so, in an 
eaainent degree, was the old Tennia 
Association. All this is oveTi at pres- 
ent The great student body of non- 
fraternity men and women are tfaor* 
ong^y awakened and every Univendij 
organization has their support, too long 
withheld. It goes without saying that 
thisiaagoodtmng. The foot baU team, 
the base ball team play better ball, the 
glee dub does much better work, sinoe 
everybody haa hie chanoe. A *'sare 
thing" rains itself and injures its hol- 
der. In University athletics, whether of 
the legs, arms or voice, "competition 
is the sonl of trade." But enough has 
been said to show that the fratomitios 
are pnblio spirited — as they are iu the 
highest degree. They do a great work 
toward keeping alive a real University 
spirit among the students, in Ineaking 
down class distinctioas and in maintain* 
ing the f^ Univeraity traditions. 

The organizations now supported ex- 
clusively by the fraternities are the , 
PolleHMMi, an anniial pnfaliflbed by ft 
rommitteo of the ?'pnior clas-j. f)v 
•Sophomore Hop aud the Jauior Hop. 
The latter, nsnally given ni»ar the be- 
ginning of the second Hcniester, ha.s 
from itfl inception been the chief student 
social event of the Uoivursity year, aud 
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«Qh year it flfuns in sttraotiTeneaB and 
fctilHiHMy. For the past two yean it 
haa baen given in the new Waterman 
Gymnasinm, through the Wnffamm of 
the Board of Regents. 

A leading, bnt not ezclnsiye share is 
held by the fraternities in the publica- 
tion of the OraclA, the sophomore an- 
imal, and in tiia bi-weaUy ITrlnMe, Uw 
newly instituted humorouH paper, and 
in the Inlander^ the University monthly. 
They have no part at all in the CoBtct- 
MoMi a aenior annual, nor in the Dailf, 

It is not to be understood from the 
ffeneral remarks on the prosperity of 
flia Mavnitiaa laada naar Oia baginidiig 
of this article that there has been any- 
thing abnoxnial or out of measore in 
■nj way, in ttisir gnmUi or ia ttia 
cfaaagaa of ilMir oharaoteristics. They 
have simply moved along, much as ha« 
the University itself, and have found 
their progress oloeely allied in all thioga 
with that of the institution that nonr- 
iahea and supports them. They may 
faifly ba Mna to have not, any mora 
than has the student body, taken to 
themBelve« any false aristocrtMjy or snob- 
bishness, and they have but little feeling 
for the golden call It is a great credit 
to the fraternities and the institution at 
large, that it should be true, as it is, 
ttuil tboia ohaptara wliioh are generally 
regarded as the most exclnsiye and most 
expensive, number always among their 
members men whose financial station la 
hat hoUi that of opulence. There is 
more money in the student body than 
ever before, much more in the fratemi- 
liei^ but tiia poor boy has lost neither 
hii position nor hia itraDgth aa a fMfeor 
IB aollege lif a 

The young women of tba afeadant 
body (against the word "oo-ed" as ap- 
plied to them the writer wishes here to 
enter an emphatic protest) found, when 
they first passed into the holy fellow- 
ship of studentdom, th^ this one alone 
of all their battles had been fonght for 
them. Six or aevan years after the& 
linit n[ J oarance as students at Ann Ar- 
bor, the fraternitjc idea reached them, 
and many chapters of women's college 
aaotat aocieties, or so-called sororities 
faava aoBM into asirtaaoa tram ttiat day 



to thi& Of their interior workings — 
tiiair BaareAi^-tfaair aootrovames, tha 

writer of course can scarcely speak. It 
may safely be assumed, however, that 
their influence and strength is entirely 
consistent with the cUgn^ and pnri^ 
that the womanly presence is lending 
each year more emphatioaUy to thinga 
laamad andfhosawiioMektiiam. Ovt> 
wardly they <^how the same signs of 
prosperity already noted as ezistiD^' in 
the men*a fraternities; and although 
Hanab ao fw aa the writer knows, as yet 
own houses, nearly all are comfortably 
and well situated in routed homee, and 
ara loeiad after bymaboDa. ThairaaBA 
en's societies are among the strongest 
faotoTB in the social life of the Univerdty. 

The eoeial Ufe of the frateniitiea 
wifhin themBelves is of coarse much tha 
same as it has always been, with a ten- 
dency, developed by the chapter houses, 
towards an hMsraaalnir doeenees of fra- 
ternal relation, and a greater individual 
intimaoy* Class lines are very looeely 
drawn. Tha f^wwihman, in moet aaaeBi 
goes to the post office for the evening 
mail, turns out the lights in the hall^ 
turns the key in the door at night, and 
gains thereby experience and positive 
characteristics that serve to distinguish 
him from the more peculiarly ornamen- 
tal upper danea, upon uliom the gofr- 

ernment of the chapter rests. Now 
members are added to the fraternities 
by the old systema of differentiation^ 
seleotiOQ, abduction, etc, and the rush- 
ing campaign at the b^inning of each 
year is lively enough to keep in exis- 
tnea aU old frsteniity traditiaoa of 
mja and means, and to suggest addi- 
tiona to them not unworthy of our fra- 
temal fMliara There araurgaehaptara 
and small chapters, as ahrays, but tha 
largest are not very large — few reach 
thirty members, thirty-hve is almost un- 
known; and the ■mallaet with their 
dozen make really an excellent showing 
and often deserve the attention they 
attraet and the inflnanoa they poanee in 
the University world- The soil is a 
favorable one for chapters, and those 
that have passed from existence have 
usually, so ftur, been merely mora or Vtm 
faat aaleep, not really dead. 
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The writer feels that to the alnmiu, 
for whose zeacUng these words are writ- 
ten, an apolof:^ is du«? on hifl part for 
their appearance. There are few, eape- 
fliaUj amon^ those of raoent foari to 
whom all this is not as familiar as to 
him, an old story, two or three jeara old 
— ^Dot old enough to hsre od it either 
the moss or the poliah of the "veritable 
antique " and to deserve a place among 
their meinorabilia. May they enjoy it 
in abnaiiig ite ddSeets I To those who 
have pone further before, this iH «ent 
with a hope that it may have in itself a 
tooflh of uie breath of fraternity life, in 
whioh, then as now, has been the de- 
velopment of much of the co]lf»i;»» spirit 
and alumni feeling, and through which 
Buny an alomnus feels to be his near- 
est path to his Ahma Mater.

The football season closed in a blaze 
of glory.

E. D. Brooks, M. D., waa appointed 
A.'isistant to the Professor of 0[)htlialm- 
ology and Utoiog^' in the Homeopathic 
Medieal College for one year at a salary 
of $100.

Prior to the year 18b7, three different 
o tt empte were made to organize the 

Alnmui of Michigan Univorsity rnsitiont 
in Chicago. Banqaeta were given, but 
no organijsatioD of a permanent oliar- 
•oter WEB effected. After each general 
meeting of the Alnmni, the organization 
under whose aospices the meeting was 
hold ironld fall to pieow. In that year, 
however, a small number of loyal Alumni 
dotermined that to form an Association 
of Ifichigan gradnatea in Chicago some* 
thing of a definite and permanent char- 
acter must l>e attorn ptoci Accordingly, 
after the preliiuiuary tueetings usual in 
Buch matters, an organization was formed 
and incorporntod under the laws of I'li- 
noia, aiyled, " The Chicago Alomni A^ino- 
dsKon of tiw UnitWBitj of IGohigan,*' 
which hnn oisiHted in a floaridiing oom* 
dition from that day to this. 

The objects of the Association, as set 
forth in ila l^-Unn^ uro tho promolaon 
of thp Viopt interests of the Uuivor'^ity of 
Michigan, aiding in the estabiisbment 
and maintenance of seholarshipt and 
fellowships in the Department of Arts 
at the University, the cultivation of 
friendly relations among the momU^rs 
of tho AnoeialioOt prov^ing an annual 
hanqiui for the manber^ and the aoon- 



mulation and inveeUnent of a fond to 
farther tlMoe pnrpoaea and sneh oilm 

objoctH a<^ the Association may foom 
time to time determine upon. 

The members of the Association are 
designated aa Aasooiate, Aotive, Lola and 
Houorarv. Associate and Active mem- 
bera are rec^aired to be gradoaiea of 
eome department of the uni^eraity, or 
must have been in regular attendanoe 
in mme departmenttbareoffor theqpeoo 
of one year. 

Life membera are required to be grad- 

nates of, or must have matriculated in, 
some department of the University. 

Honorary members are selected from 
thoee ivho have been eonneeted witii ttie 
P'aoulty of the University of Michigan, 
or have been identified otherwise with 
the institution. Dr. Angell and Judge 
Coolojaldie hvre been honored by oIm* 
tion as snoh. 

The dues of active members are 15.00 
a year, and of associate members, ^1.00. 
The life membership fee ia 160.00. 

The general management and ooodoot 
of the JifTiiirs of the Association are 
vested iu a Jioard of Directors of seven 
members, of which the Praaideot of 
the Aaaodatiod ia aaM^^feio a membflv. 
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This Board is elected by a vote of the 
Active aad Life membera. 

IDm by>lafrs pirovide for the usnal 

officers and tx>mtnittees, and farther 
provide for a so-called "Beuefit Fund," 
to be need for the fortheranoe of the 
beat intprpsts of th<i University of Mich- 
igan, as the members of the Association 
may from time to time determina This 
fond is aooamolated by setting aside all 
initiation t^t^^ and twenty per oentb of 
the annual dues. 

This is a brief description of the foun- 
dation npon which the AssociatioQ was 
bniit, and which the sucoera of the As- 
■ooiatiom has proved to be strong and 
permanent. 

The first annual meeting of the Afwo- 
ciation was held at the Leland Hotel, 
Ohioago, on May 11, 1888. There were 
sixty -one Alumni at the banquet and 
the gu^ts of the evening were Dr. 
Angell, Judge Cooley, Pro£ IVOoge, and 
Prof. Mark W. Harrin<^ton. 

Beginning with the year 1888 until 
the present time, an annnal banquet has 
been given in Chicago, the central figure 
of which has been President Angell. He 
has never failed to be pretteut and always 
with a wUliDgneBB which has given gnat 
encouragpmont to the Association. 

The active work of the Association 
has bem the furthering of Unirenity 
interests. The work first taken up was 
the eHtablishing of the Chicago concerts 
of the University Glee Club upon a firm 
ba^ Thia was done only by the ex- 
penditure of a great amonnt of time and 
attention at first, but the lat^r concerts 
have, with little effort, taken ilrst rank 
among entertainments of th^ir class. 
The attendance is always large and the 
concerts have been of such nnifonn merit 
that they are looked forward to from 
year to year by Alumni and the musio- 
loving with eager expectation. 

la 1800 the Aaaooiation made possaila 
the presentation in Chicago (by students 
of the University) of the first Latin pla^ 
ever attempted in the weetem metM^olia 
(probably the first in the western coun- 
try). Although the entertainment was

cnsion, are scattered her© and there over 
the uorthwetit as a tribute to Professor 
Drake and the progreasive apirit of 
Michigan University. 

The management of the Association, 
realising the fact that riTalry in athlet- 
ics is a groat feature of University life, 
and (unfortunately ) bas much to do with 
the attendance upon mixleru Universi- 
ties, began early to devise means where- 
by the interests of athletics at the Uni- 
versity could be farthered. An attempt 
was made to estaUiah an annual gamtt 
of foot ball at Chicago V>etween the ele- 
vens of Michigan and Cornell Universi- 
ties, and, under the Association auspices, 
one game was played between these 
teams. The establishment and sudden 
rise of Chicago University, however, 
made it deairable to change this plan, 
and the Association has now pRtabliahed 
an annual game of foot-ball in Chicago 
between the eflerena of the XJnirenity of 
Michigan and theUniTefnty of Ohieaga 
The directors of the Association consider 
Chicago University the natural rival of 
the University of Michigan. The local 
interest in the former does much to sus- 
tain the interest in this annual contest^ 
and all parties hope to make this gaoM 
the leading athletic event of the west, 
but above all to have the contest manly 
and free from criticism. The first 
game was played in 18^ on Thanks- 
giving Day and was snccessfiil in every 
way. The atten/lance was about two 
thoiuand. The aeoond game was played 
on last Thanksgiving Day in the pres- 
ence of five thousand people. Thii 
inaorea the anocees of the undertaking. 
Out of the money received from theoa 
games, the Association has agreed to 
pay the expenses of the "coach" for the 
Michigan team and for tibis year has 
done so already. The next undnrtaking 
of the Association will be to establish in 
Ohioago an mmnal DeooralioD Day gama 
between the base- ball nines of the two 
great western Univetaitiae, if tho aam* 
can be arranged. 

In addition to the assistance rendered 
to the University organisationa, the Aa- 
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sociation has be«n able to offer some 
assistance to " the pride of Michigan " 
in other material ways. The Benefit 
Fnncl haa fpeawa slowly year by year, 
and proRPntR a fitriking illustration of 
the power of money to accumulate from 
amaH bat constant oontribntions. The 
entire amount of the fund up to the 
prpsent time has been $1,388.48, of 
which sum $500.00 was, in December, 
1892, paid to FMaidant Angellaa a anb- 
Boription to the long desired fryranap- 
inm at the Uniyersitj. The balance of 
fhe Fond remaina in ilia Aaaoeiatioii 
treasnry in a special aooount at interest, 
and can only be drawn from by a three- 
fourths vote of the members present at 
an annual meeting, eo that when the 
Fund ifl n«p<1 for any purpose, it will be 
with the approval of a larf^e proportion 
of the of the Aaaooiation. 

At the close of the World's Fair, the 
Association, through the offices of Mr. 
L Oiles Lewis, of Chicago, ( an Alumnus 
and enthusiastic supporter of the T7ni- 
wrsity), secured and presented to the 
Pharmacy Department of the University 
the Witle oollaelikm of the Arontiatlo 
Series, comprising two hundred or more 
apeoimans of €k>al Tar derivatives* This 
4M]]eotion waa located in the Qerman 
aaetion of the World's Fair and eieitad 
much interest. It probably never will 
be duplicated, as lately Dr. Witte, who 
was an enthnaiaal on fhe aobjeat, haa 
dipd. The Bpwiraona are absolute 
standards of parity and extremely valo- 
aUe for the UniTersily, becanaa the in- 
Teetigator in this branch is by them 
enabled to prove his work absolutely, 
and also to prepare reliable working 
lormnlaa for hm mannfaflbmra of thsee 
articlee. 

In July of the present year, and also 
ffaroogli the fore^ht and efforta of Mr. 

Lewis, the Association was able to pre- 
eent to the University two lar^f* Ameri- 
can flags— one the official flag, which 
floated from the Administration Boild* 
ing, and the other that which snr- 
mounted the Horticultural Bailding, 
daring fhe World'a Fair— 'thus pnnM* 
ing another souvenir of the White City. 
The Association has within the last 



few months, agreed to present to the 

suoceasful contestant for the fin;t [irize 
in oratory at the University a medal of 
elaborate design, together with a eaah 
prize of $50.rHl These prizes are to 
be given every year. The architect of 
the Auditorium and of the Transporta- 
tion Building at the World'a Fair, Mr. 
Louis H. Sullivan, has consented to 
design this medal. Its value as an art 
aontenir ia ttierefore aaanred. 

The Association has farther agreed 
with the Stndont's Lecture Association 
to name one of the speakers in the lec- 
tdre eonne for each year, and this year 
was ablo, with the co operation of the 
Leotaze Association, to secure the Hon- 
oraUe Thomas B. Reed, of Maine. 

• Thia ia a long chapter of achieve- 
ments accomplished entirely through 

the self-sacrifice of the Association 
members, and is certainly a great tribute 
to Michigan University, and alrong 
proof of the loyalty of her sons.

A long discussion over the Junior 
Hop questiou resulted in the adoption 
of this rehiululion: That the Presideut 
and Secretary be authorized to allow 
the use of tho Gymnasium to any prop- 
erly organized body of students at a 
rental of $100 a night, provided sacih 
occupancy does not ii(t«rf*>re with the 
regular work of tho Gymnasium.

The only 
charge to be for snob use shall be lab- 
oratory fees eqnal in amomit to the fees 
paid by students for regular eoursirs in the 
University of a similar kind and extent. 

ill. Tliut the annual session of the 
school Hball begin on the seoond ISon- 
day following the annii.il Commencement 
and shall continue six weeks; and that 
the fees ebarged for fall oonrsee of five 
hours a week for tho session be fixed as 
follows: One course, fifteen dollars; 
two courses taken by the same btuduut, 
twenty-tive dollars; three courses, ditto^ 
thirty dollar.", t'or courses lori^^er or 
shorter than live hours, the fee shall be 
made proporlionata 

IV. The cost of publishing and distrib- 
uting all circulars and announconienta, 
andlheooetof all advertising, shall be 
assumed and paid by the University, the 
total amount of such coat not to exceed 
three hundred dollars per annum. 

v. The Treasurer of the Univeraity 
shall collect all tuition fees, and issue 
therefor tickets to be taken up by the 
inatmotom who give the oorreaponding 
courses. Each inatrootor will provide 
for the care of the room he uses. He 
shall retain in his possession fifteen per 
oent of the amount so collected, said 
percentage to be applied to the payment 
of printing and advertisiug bills; and 
diall pay to the aevwal inatmotofa, on 
their presenting the tickets that they 
have taken up for their several courses 
as prescribed above, the remaining 
eighty - five per oant of said eoM e cMo n a (S 

tuition fees.

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ONE REMINISCENCE. 



Among the multitude of things I did 

not learn in college, but have verified 
Binoe, is the analogy that ruiis between 
matter and mind, the animal and the 
human being, iu final analyniB, u unition 
under a common law of the two great 
contradictious, the I and the not L It 
is not to be wondered at that I did not, 
for one's teens are not long enough, 
even under the battering ram of books, 
(o take in so ponderoos a statement. I 
would be incliupd to poke fun at its 
density, even now, were it not intro- 
dnoed on purpose to be explained away 
by a reminiscence of the class of '01. 

We had French under Prof. Fasquelle 
— the dear old man — how well I remem- 
ber him; gentle, eweet in spirit, forbeSir- 
ing to a fault. He taught us to pro- 
nounce French without an accent, 
smooth, melliflnons with imilbnn tone. 
His own life seomod like it, oven, 
smooth-ilowiug, fall to its verdored 
banks, but without infleotioiis. His 
French, of course, was fine and charm- 
ing, but hi-^ Eiif:;lish. while perfect in 
grammar and fuultiebti lu construction, 
was always tangled in pronunciation. 
If a boy made a too flippant rendering 
in translation of the ever recurring 
Man Dieu, the Professor in reverent 



mood would caution him against the 

spirit of the " In-fiddle "- pronouncing 
each syllable with equal and measured 
emphusi& He oonld neither repeat nor 
pronounce the letters of our al])bubet. 
A pallor swept over his face in our last 
term of study and soon after, he yielded 
to fatal heart maladv. 

But to the reminiscence. His faith- 
ful, black, shabby-haired dog, Fido 
which we dabbed "Monstadhe^'— -always 
reclined by his side in the clas.H room. 
Generally Fido slept during the recita- 
tion hoar, nnless some hapless fellow 
got tangled in bis French. Thou the 
class would come sympathetically to the 
rescue by clapping of hands or stamp- 
ing of feet and bring Fido to the front 
barking with a frenzy that would turn 
confusion iuto bedlam. At other times 
he woald sleep, often dream, sometimes 
so realistically that he would jump to 
his feet with a yelp. At saoh times the 
daes never fkiled to oateh the contagion 
and bedlam would be again repeated. 

One of Fido's ffivorite amusements, 
when he turned away with disgust from 
our deliberate mnrder of his master's 
native tongue, wfe^ t« look from the 
window at the back of the platform, 
three stories down, upon the campns. 
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Ho was R spirited observer, full of pro- 
tfo.st, if anything wont vnoag in the field 
of his vision. A Imrk was rs m-^v n-^ 
breath— " Fi-do, Fi do, bush, Fi-do • 
was the ProfeeMr'n ever ready admoni- 
tion. Tho tliiii;^ that worrio.l Fido 
most when hia eye ranged over the 
eampos was the night of Leo, Chnncel- 
lor Tappan's brown, short haired dopf, 
which held his lioad hi-^ih, opened his 
mouth wide, hud a lordly tread aud 
hoaaed the campus, no matter whose 
dop came aronu<l. Tho f(<'i 1 lii-fween 
the two dated back so l ar that the mem- 
ory of dogs ran not to the contrary. 
With Fido, to fight Leo was common 
law doctrine re ouforced by as many 
statutory enactments as Uiere were 
single hairs in the inouthfula which Leo 
had snatclioil frmn his shagg}* coat. He 
was alwavH at war with Leo and always 
got whipped, yet anywhere and at all 
times hi' was the attarkiu;^ parly. 

Uue afternoon when the window, 
which reached eiren with the platform, 
was open, Fido had had a long and 
troubled sleep. He finally awoke with 
a suiff and started for the window, 
probably to trade off dreams for reali- 
ties. One look from the open window 
and the nituatiou became suddenly 
dramatic. Three stories down, trotting 
along like a four legged lr)rd. his tail 
aloft like the spar of a ship, his Leon- 
ine head erect, crowning a mien confloi- 
ous of a right there were noue to dis- 
pute -right there under the very 
shadow of Fido's sanctum sanctorum 
was Leo, the hated, couquerinf^ Lea It 
was T)ot sim{)ly unbearable, it was nn 
infinite of agooy. A low equatorial 
^owl, fierce, vindiotiye, fiendishly 
wr;itLy started f;ii;ii \ho n.i;i> of Fido's 
heart, tilled the amplitude of bis body, 
nm np into his shaggy hair, bristled off 
the end of his tail, belched forth from 
his mouth. "Fidi. Fi-do. fx- sfill 
Fido,'' but still was not in Fi<lo's vocab- 
nlary. He had just th^n the state 
motto of Michigan inscribed on liis collar. 
It was ablaze with tire and this was the 
way he interpreted it: "If yon want 
to see a big Ijrowti dog chewed up into 
shreds, just wait a minuta and then look 
abont you.'* A. lieroe yelp and Fido 



pluug. d through tho open window for 
the back of Leo. Leo heard the moni- 
tion breathing forth ft r»>;:tniiing and 
slaughter, looked np and then — within 
a space of time determined by the laws 
of falling bodies, two things happened. 
Fido saiiiog out into mid air, susi>ended 
between earth and heaven, saw his mis- 
take, bis wrath changetl to fright, and 
he cnmmenri>d ti-yi ing for dear life. 
His tail would certainly have been be- 
tween his leg!( had he known where they 
were. The j>roud Leo stoo<l for an* in- 
stant rooted for a light, bni as Fido 
came nearer, both courage and philos- 
ophy failed him, aud wheeling, with a 
complementary trail of ti yi's. lie made 
a brown streak for the Tap pan iloim- 
cile. 

Fortunately Fido was not badly hurt. 
He was in class next day, but his ag- 
gressive spirit was gone. If he was a 
wiser dog, his dash and prowess had de- 
parted with bis folly. As to the twtf 
dogs, both were ever afterwards hannted 
by a sense of the supernatural. The 
rattle of a window would set Fido into 
a whine aud the swoop of a swallow 
would RiMi'i !vo howling to his kennd. 

To the college bov tins was 

simply an iucideut, intensely humorous 
— ttoUiing more. What a fool Fido was; 
what a disgrace Loo, as a |>l)ilosoplier'8 
dog! Bat to the maturer man Fido 
and Leo are seen, not only as dogs bnt 
as men, aud the incident becomes aver- 
age human hi^toiy. \\'«' all jump from 
windows into miti air aud repent before 
we strike. We all trot aloDg in lordly 
ways will; a chip on our sl:oiild<^r and 
the man iu mid air scares the life out of 
ns. The analogy is deep and tme. The 
follies and virtues of dogs and men are 
inter-changeable. The old Greek Cynic 
stood for only a part of this truth. In 
a certain sense Wordworth's motto re- 
interpreted would read: " The dog is 
father of the man." 

But enough of this wise noosenaa 
Tho delightful thing has lieen to pen 
the reminiscence. The big truth lugged 
in, that fothers the reminiscence— if it 
is a truth — always was, but the incident 
itself is unique, happened but once and 
has a golden setting in memory. 
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I think moat will agree with mo that 
it is not the profound thin^ written 
tbai W0 dslighi most to read, but, if we 
onn catch a mau's heart astray in his 
words, or a sweet hoj)« skipping along 
at random, or a memory dodging out 
from behind tho rubbish of years - these 
things a Solomon or a Methosela will 
stop for a moment to greet. 

How glad we older men wonld be — 
all of us— to read from time to time in 
Ths Ai.i;M>iD8 the incident, the story, 
the aneodote, hnmorocia or sad, trivial 



or conRoqnential, connected with the 
Alma Mater of our day. We would 
get down the old olass' albnm at the 
mention of a name, poke amonf; the 
shelves of memory to verify an incident, 
and then— do what it is said older men 
are wont to do by tlio winter tiroside — 
dream dreams of long ago. Only this, 
our dreams woold be of uiat which has 
no parallel in hnman experience— the 
resurrected hi-tory of college life, when 
cheeks were red and eyee were bright 
and the tom was in the Eaii

THE STATE UNl^ERSniES* 



If wo cxamino the historios of the 
American schools which bear somewhat 
indifferentlj the name of ooUege orani- 
versity, we fiad them founded upon one 
of three iHens. The first of these ideas, 
because the oldetit aud that which ap< 
pliM in Ihe grentesfc nnmber of inatan- 
cee, fonndnd a collnr^o with the hope 
«ad the purpose that, as it shoold 
grow, and when il shoold baeomo a 
vigorous factor iu education, it should 
be found to be a mighty bulwark to the 
church. The motto was to be pro 
Christu et Eccleski. Not so much, in- 
deed, the church universal which all 
education fosters, as some partioular 
<n'gani2atioa to which aaeh mamber baa 
the particular jny of personal loyalty, 
«ad the fond belief that it is tha oiuuroh. 
In stating so mnoh I am not nisuig 
any objection. I rejoice that the 
churches, or the church, — that tm© re- 
ligion has everywhere and for so many 
•oeninriae attracted to heraelf so stauaoh 
an element of support in institntions of 
higher learoiog. Eiacation has ever 
iMwn honored faj Ihe eonfldenoe 'iriiMi 
the ehnioh haa lepoaed in her hand- 



maid, and the constancy with which 
she has sought the aid of culture^ phil- 
osophy, and the humanitiea 

In the earlier days, in New England| 
for example, the founding of a college 
required the ooujoiaed effort of many 
adherenta, aeeompanied often willi 
actual person nl sacrifice. The dona- 
tions whioh Harvard and Brown and 
Williams made to tiie oollegea which 
bear their names, seem now very mea- 
ger, but they meant much to the givers, 
and after generations of hardship and 
penury these seeds have developed 
noble institutions. I myself can re- 
member a clergyman, the possessor of 
but little worldly gear, and the leeipi* 
ent of the muniticont income of four 
hundred dollars per year, who, to a col- 
lege founded expressly in the intereat 
of his own denomination, gave one- 
tenth of al! that he was worth, and 
dying the next year, left to his sou to 
work out his college education bj hia 
own unaided efforts. 

Iq strong ooatrast with these earlier 
enterpriaea, in wfaidi faith and hope 
were Vb» moat abundant aaaeta, appe«r

Buruing of Moclmnics by my class in 
February, 1860, becaose after ours the 
ceremony was never attempted. Onr 
program comprised an assemblage of 
the class at a down town hall as secretly 
as possible at 8 o'clock in the evening. 
The night was a bitterly cold one* ilie 
roads rough and the ground covered 
with 8now and ice. A procession was 
formed with 8 band of mnsto, followed 
by the corpus on a bier carried by four 
students, flanked by eight moro with 
bayonets to guard the body, after which 
came the students who were to take the 
prominent parts of pros«>cutor, defr-nse 
and judge, and then the balance of the 
dase in vnriona and hideous oostumee. 

I had boon appointed chairman of the 
committee to procure the body and pre- 
pare the funeral pyre. A wire skeleton 
was made by a tinner — of full siae, 
with knoo, hip and shoulder joints so 
that I could easily stand him upright or 
make him sit in a ehair. Boots, a suit 
of rlothos. a human skull, "borrowed'' 
from the Medical College, on the top of 
which was wired an imitation mortar- 
board hat, completed the corpm. I kept 
it in my closet two days while the soph- 
omore class was hunting for it. It was 
Unally eaxried down town to onr rendo* 
votis, thou pocnroly wired to a chair, 
placed as securely on the bier and the 
prooeesfon was ready to move. We had 
previously made a funeral pyre of cord- 
wood appropriated from a neighboring 
pile, located it upon the spot now occu- 



pied by University Hall, and surrounded 
it by three hundred feet of rope bor- 
rowed of a builder, but never returned 
except the cash equivalent The pro- 
cession once formed and started, was the 
signal for an onslaught by the sopho- 
mores and **townies." Our daas and 
the sophomores had continued the first 
year's bitterness till this time, and when 
they saw the mortarboard which they 
had adoptrcl as a olaaa hat, on onr 
skeleton, they felt the disgrace and made 
vamj attempts to break through the 
guards and seize the body. But the 
bayonets were too persna^ivp for them. 
I was kept busy defending myself from 
attacks 1^ the head of the procession 
and received an iiijnry from which I 
never fully recovered. We succeeded 
in gaining the platform at the entrance 
to the Tjaw Building, where the trial 
took place amid a storm of snowballs 
and frozen mud. The culprit was de- 
creed to bo burned, and the proeession 
reformed. On arriving at the woodpile 
we found that our guards had been 
driten away, the rope out into a 'doaea 
pieces and the woodpile scattered. An« 
other pyre was built, and amid songs 
and howls the body was placed ou it 
and bomed. 

Thus ended the last Burn in of IVfe- 
ohanics, a ceremony which had been the 
main winter celebration of the Jnnior 
CSa-^s for nearly twenty yoars. 

As the classes increased in size and a 
new cnrriculnm of study formed, class 
lines became somewhat obliterated and 
almost all of the festivities of old collog« 
days became traditions of the past.

The writer, soon after graduation, 
chose the latter and wrote a book, 
the inilnence of which was, and has 
been since, purely subjective with a 
single exception — it appreciably sent up 
the price of "midnight oil" iu the little 
town where the neophite was domiciled.

Sj^ititnal IMscernment; Gonsciouanees a 
Dueoverar; The Idea of Time; Gansa- 
tion; Consciousness the Vlfimato Lan- 
guage of the Soul, ("tc. TLo otlit>rs 
have been forgotten. When the big 
reflector was pnt np in the Obeervatoty, 
one of the Freshmen who was board- 
ing himself in what was then known 
as Lower Town" was told that Prof. 
Bruno had looked through the instru- 
ment, found a hole in the heavens and 
had seen strange beings walking aboat 
in another world. The onsopliiBlioated 
yonth peddled the news all over town. 
Had this discovery actually occurred, 
it is sabmitted that the above array of 
topics won 111 have been sufficient to 
have stopped that hole up in spite of 
Prof. Brimo and his big lens. 

Having tossed off the book and grown 
increasingly in favor with both the 
author and prospectively with man, the 
real perplexity presented itselt Should 
the book be anbmitted to a poblisber 



and printed? Remembering the old 
adage that "nobody eats food as hot as 
it is cooked'* the wiser course was pnr- 
sned. The mannscript was laid aside 
to cooL A busy life soon after inter* 
vened. When occasionally the book 
was reverted to there was no time to 
give it attention, and besides, if Saint 
Paul took fourteen years before he made 
public his being oanght up into the 
third Iionvons, there was plenty of time 
still left before rushing into print. So 
the matter drifted along. At last, years 
afterwards, when the family were away 
in the country, the writer concluded the 
book had got ripe or if the book had 
not the author had, to some extent, and 
that a quiet house gave the needed oppor- 
tunity for the renaissance. The mana- 
seript had been earefnUy preserved in 
the bottom drawer of a store room, giv- 
ing the dear brain-child, as the writer 
supposed, a long and unmolested sleep. 

There are some things more melan- 
choly than others, some hopes that fall 
from a greater height, some chords, 
when they break, that make a sharper 
complaint; but take the severest of all 
three, or combine them iu one, and the 
resultant is not even a hint of the 
mental collapse that followed upon pull- 
ing oat the drawer. There lay Che 
potential, about to be resurrected into 
the kinetic, chewed finer than a mathe- 
matical point fall of differentials! It 
had been transmitted into a vast collab- 
orated, reduplicated, and finally super- 
annuated mouse- nest! Not even the 
title page was left The entire manu- 
script had been chewed over and over 
from generation to generation - 

" Parturiunt monUs, naacetur ridicu- 
lut mtw." The mountains had indeed 
labored and farooght forth a ridiculous 
mouse — not one, simply, but an imlim- 
ited posterity. Nothing the writer had 
ever read or thought of had in it an 
approach to even a hint of solace. If 
the article on "Temjptatioa" had been 
chewed up and built mto a decent home^ 
respectable house keeping carried on 
and the rest left it would not have mat- 
tered: or, if "Original Sin" had been 
addud as an annex to the family man* 
sion, that could have been gotten along 
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with; but to haTtt "Spiritnal Difioem- 

ment," " Consciousnesa a Discoverer," 
"Causation" and **The Ultimate Lan- 
guage of the Sonl" dMnrod up and 
manxifactured into swaddling clothes 
for geueratioas of nibblers, this consti- 
tuted the warp and woof, the pattern 
iiaalf, and everf detail in the decoratkm, 
of snperlatiTe and unmitigated deeeon- 
tton. 

"What, if possible, was still worse, the 

mien that had hron bom and bred amid 
BQoh erudite surroaadinffs, so far as 
obaerration had eatabl^med a reoord, 
were only ordinary mice. No miracle 
of evolution had been wrought. The 
enTironments of "Original Sin" had 
not produced a big black mouae with 
cloven lioofs, nor "Cauh^ation"' a mouse 
with philosophic mood, nor "Conecious- 
neaa tiie Ultiraate Langnage of the 
Soul a mouso without a squeak. The 
potential energy of the book, eaten and 
uept on fbr yean, had fallen flat with- 
out a hint of correlation. Even Jonle*a 
Foot Pound had not budged a hair.

miee.

Through the kindness of Mr. Carl K, 
Friedman, '91, of the Buffalo Courier 
editorial stnfT, we are enabled to re- 
print the following account of the affair, 
taken from the excellent report given in 
the Courier of April 19. 

Tlie AsRooiation was formed in Buf- 
falo last November, when the Hon. 
Charles Be<^with, '49, was ehosen pres. 
ident. Owing to the lamented death of 
the president in March la.st the duties of 
toastmaster devolved upon Vice-Presi- 
dent Edvin Fleming, A. 1L, of the dasa

Toasimaster Fiemins made feeling 
alliialon to the death of iTiulge Beokntth 
in a few oj>oning romarlcH and paid a 
jast compikDent to I^reeident Angell's 
Taloable soriees to fho Umtwaitj of 
Ifichigan extendinj^ov«r nearly twenty- 
five years. After the sin^nfr of 'The 
Yellow and Blue' and other college 
ditties recalling the old days, President 
Angoll arose to respond informally to 
the toast, " The University of Michigan." 
In doing ao he aaid: 

"Mr. Prf.sit-ent anb GE^TI.F^rT:^' — 
First of all let me express my warm 
pexaonal thanks for yonr kind invita- 
tion to oomehere to-night and the great 
pleasnre it hm piven me to renew my 
acquaintance with most of you and to 
mtm the acquaintance of eome of the 
older graduates whom T never had the 
pleasure of meeting before. I confess 
I never mneh liked to make a speech on 
such occasion.s us this; it has always 
seemed more like a family gathering at 
Thank.sgiviiig time when people don't 
think of making Bpet clH s. but rather 
desire to have a good friendly and 
brotherly chat together. You can hard- 
ly appreciate how grateful we are to 
the University graduates for gatherings 
like this, because we know how busy 
yon gentlemen are in jont variona pinr- 
suits and how hard it often is to get to- 
gether for such a purpose a.s this. But 
we who sit there in comparative isola- 
tion, often aak ourseWes the question 
whether you who are far away still take 
an interest in the fortunes and pros- 
perity of the University, and vre take it 
as an expression of your intorrst in us 
when you are willing to give up an 
evening now and then to gatherings 
like this. It is a great encouragement 
to us to find th(* Alumni all over the 
United States forming associations of 
this kind such as exist in Washington, 
Philadelphia, New York, Boston, Chi- 
cago, and throughout the West. I have 
received an invitation to attend a similar 
demonstration at St. Louis and also one 
in Denver. A few weeks ago I received 
a letter from some of our Alumni in 



Japan, where, amid the excitement of 
war, I was informed they had gathered 
to celebrate the memories of their life at 
the University of Michigan. These 
gatherings strengthen and encourage 
us, and even if you do nothing more 
than gather as yon do to-au(ht it is to 
na a eansa of gmtitode. of joa 
are, perhaps, aware how much our Uni- 
versity owes to Wostorn New York. 
Houghton and Douglu.s, who came from 
Fre&nia; fiogera. Palmer, Goolegr, and 
others are names of procions memory." 

The President went on to speak of 
the cansee which have enabled tibe Uni- 
versity of Alichi^an to reach in fifty 
years a development which it took 
BarvaTd and Tue two and a half can- 
turiea to accomplish. Its graduates are 
to Ih> found all over the world. About 
2o,l)0U have studied within its walls, 
and half of these have taken degrees, 
the yearly avorat^e being a little over 
700. The entire number of students 
there this year is abont 2,818, not conni- 
ing the attendance at the summer 
school. About 1,523 are in the Liter- 
ary Department, 670 in the Law De- 
partment, and 400 in the Medical De- 
• partment. 

"When I went around the world 
officially a few years ago,*' said the 
President, "it was a source of delight as 
well as surprise to find that I set my 
foot on no continent or island in whi<m 
I did not find a graduate of the Univer- 
sity of Michigan waiting to welcome 
me." He attributed much of their suc- 
cess to the generation of great men who 
laid the foundations of the State of 
Michigan — whose Constitution evinced 
the broadaet statesmanships The re- 
port of an eminent Frenobinan on Gor- 
man education then attracted attention 
and the University policy came to be 
based on broad German rather than on 
the narrow Engli.sh lines, which found 
favor particularly iu New England. In 
some respects the ideal bad hardly yet 
been reached in literature, art, srimice, 
medicine, and law. In the Literary 
Department alone, according to the 
early ideal, twenty-two professorships 
were to be established, and the Depart- 
ments of Finance and Architecture were 
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not yet filled. Nevertheless, the meu 
who had controlled the fortonea of the 
inBtituiion had proceeded on the great 
and true idea that it ia not briolm and 
mortar but men who make a nniTersity. 
Tlif'v had no reason, ho thought, to be 
ashamed of any comparison with any 
institution in the country; and speaking 
of the work done he wan satisfied that 
no lietter work had ever been done than 
is being done there to-day. The course 
would hardly be reoognuEable to the 
older studonti? in any of the depart- 
ments. The Literary Department had 
been entirely revolntionized. All the 
scientific work had gone into the lab- 
oratory, and in the Medical Department 
great progress had been made. The 
hardest kind of work was required and 
the facilities mcluded laboratory, hofi- 
pitals, and clinic. Preeident Angell 
referred with aaliafaetion to the vmniie 
of $200,000 derived from the sixth of a 
mill tax on State property, and said be 
expected the Legudatnre wonld give 
them $80,000 or $100,000 for buildings. 

In conclusion he spoke of the numer- 
ous gifts from private individuals 
amonnting to about $40,(XX) dnring the 
past year for laboratories; the attention 
given to music the chorus of 300 
Toieee, and the efforts pot forth to 
ppcnre a woman's gymnasium, toward 
which $35,000 has been subeoribed and 
$15,000 more is needed. "As repre- 
senting an association consisting of 
about 6tK) girls at college," said the 
President, ''I am authorized to say that 
they vnll be vexy glad to have a oontri- 
but ion frnm you, and if you feel any 
scruples about iti they axe willing to 
aooept it from yonr wives, your sisters, 
or yonr aunts." 

Other toasts were responded to by 
Frank C. Ferguson, Judge Alfred 
Spring, of the State Supreme Court, 
John A. Van Arsdale, and LeRoy Par- 
ker. Among other speakers were the 
Ber. JL Foxdy, of Buffalo; Dr. M. £. 
Ozaham, of Boehester; W. P. Dnrfee,
